Mercury Slides 
Below Zero In 
Northern Illinois

Below zero weather spread through 
the northern half of Illinois Monday, 
while pre-dawn readings in the south­ 
ern half mostly were in the low teens. 
Highs for the day were not expected 
to rise much above 15. 
The outlook for Tuesday was for 
increasing cloudiness and continued 
cold weather with highs ranging from 
12 to 20 in the south and 15 to 20 in!yet

Dr. R. Bernard Finch, 43-year- 
old surgeon, and his sweetheart, 
Carole Tregoff, 24, are charged 
with murdering Mrs. Finch, 36 
Two previous trials ended in jury 
deadlocks. 
Miss Lidholm testified at both 
trials that Finch and his wife 
struggled in the garage of their 
suburban West Covina home July 
18, 1959, just before Mrs. Finch 
was shot in the back. Finch con­ 
tends the shooting was an acci­ 
dent. 


Federal agents arrested Harold 
Eugene Kistner Jr., 35, Saturday 
night at his home. He was taken 
to Woodbury County Jail in Sioux 
City, where Burnice Geiger, 58, 
has been held for a week. She 
has admitted the embezzlement 
that closed the bank, police said. 
Mrs. Geiger was assistant cash­ 
ier and a member of the board 
of the Sheldon National Bank. 
Kistner, charged with aiding and 
abetting Mrs. Geiger in draining 
sizable sums from the bank, was 
the former president of the North­ 
ern Biochemical Corp. 
Mrs. Geiger, the principal stock­ 
holder 
in 
Biochemical, 
owned 
more than a third of the firm’s 
shares. 
Elliott Roosevelt, son of the late 
president, was scheduled to speak 
to Biochemical employes today in 
a meeting open to townspeople. 
Roosevelt is economic adviser to 
the firm, which mixes and sells 
animal feeds. 
The company closed its plant 
Sunday for the first time since 
last April. It had been operating 
on a 
six-hour, four-shift basis, 
seven days a week. 
No reason for the shutdown 
was 
given. 
Operations 
began 
again at midnight with the full 
shift returning to duty. 
Mrs. Geiger was visited Sunday 
by her husband Wallace, a Shel­ 
don merchant, for the first time 
since she was jailed last Monday. 
He announced two Sioux City at­ 
torneys had been employed to 
represent her. 
Authorities said Kistner was ac­ 
cused 
of helping Mrs. 
Geiger 
drain large sums of money from 
the bank. They said he wrote 
checks without having the money 
on deposit and Mrs. Geiger ap­ 
parently accepted the checks but 
did not charge the amounts to 
Northern Biochemical’s accounts. 
Kistner was fired as president 
of the company by the board of 
directors last Friday after num­ 
erous criticisms by Roosevelt of 
the firm’s financial system, and 
after it was revealed that Kistner 
had been convicted of the illegal 
sale of securities in Nebraska 
several years ago.

In western Con­ 
necticut, thermometers plunged to 
33 below, four degrees shy of the 
record reading of -37 In 1943. A 
56-year-old record was broken in 
Windsor Locks, Conn., near Hart­ 
ford, with a mark of -26. 
In the South, unseasonable cold 
was reported, with freezing weath­ 
er into northern Florida. The 33 
reading in Anchorage, Alaska, was 
much higher than many Southern 
cities. 
Blairsville, in northern Georgia, 
was the coldest spot in the South 
with a reading of 8 below Sunday. 
Three inches of snow covers the 
ground. Atlanta’s IO above was a 
record for Jan. 22. It was 6 below 
in Jordonsville, in central Vir­ 
ginia. Richmond’s 7 above was a 
record for the date. 
In many northern Midwest cit­ 
ies, 
temperatures stayed below 
zero all day Sunday as the arctic 
air held stationary over the snow- 
covered sections. Chicago’s high 
was IO after the first zero weather 
of 1961. 
More light snow fell in some 
parts of the cold belt during the 
night and early morning, includ­ 
ing much of the Great Lakes 
region and the Ohio Valley as well 
as sections of the central Missis­ 
sippi Valley. Heaviest fresh fall 
was 5 inches In Houghton, In Up­ 
per Michigan, adding to the 17 
inches already on the ground.

Editorial Comment 


With All Good Wishes 


"I Know How Meade Felt When the Battle Was Over" 


Dwight David Eisenhower goes to 
his Gettysburg farm with all Amer­ 
icans wishing him well and voicing 
their thanks for a half century of public 
service ably, earnestly and devotedly 
performed. 
He leaves the White House virtually 
as popular as when he entered it eight 
years ago. Not even Franklin D. R oose­ 
velt maintained his standing with the 
people at so generally high a level over 
the years. 
Eisenhower's days in the White 
House were marked by many grave 
trials and many odd. ironic twists of 
circumstance. 
He was the military hero summoned 
to high office a> a nonpolitician. Yet 
jrianv students of the American presi­ 
dency see politics as the president’s 
great lever with both Congress and the 
people. 
Eisenhower nevertheless sought to 
lend the nation without the uses of 
politics. Aware of why he was chosen, 
he tried to keep himself above the po­ 
litical arena. 
This happened also to suit his in­ 
clinations. He disliked politics, and his 
concept of the presidency led him to 
favor presenting and gently urging his 
programs— but only occasionally press­ 
ing for them. 
By the same token, he was ever the 
man of human decency who tried to 
persuade his countrymen not by pres­ 
sure but by example. He was a symbol 
of freedom who counted on his mere 
presence, at home and on good will 
tours abroad, to set forces of good in 
motion. 
If, as some say, he early intended to 
remake the Republican party in a dif­ 
ferent image, he did not pursue this 
goal long. The candidate of his party’s 
liberals, he came to be judged, in do­ 
mestic matters, as more conservative 


than the man he bent in 1052 for the 
nomination, the late Senator Taft. 
His 
real 
preoccupation, 
in 
any 
event, was the dogged pursuit of last­ 
ing peace. He was the celebrated .sol­ 
dier. one of the architects of battlefield 
victory in World War II, who had 
learned to abhor war and wanted above 
all else to hand down peace as his 
presidential legacy. 
In his farewell to the American peo­ 
ple he candidly confessed his great dis­ 
appointment at having missed this goal. 
He spoke with evident sadness of all 
that remains to be done. 
The good will he has spread to all 
corners of the earth, and can still 
spread as a distinguished private citi­ 
zen, he has been unable to convert into 
the 
precious currency 
of enduring 
peace and understanding. It could have 
been the most remarkable monument 
ever earned by a soldier. 
But 
Eisenhower 
knows 
he 
has 
earned the deep gratitude of Amer­ 
icans for the full dedication with which 
he served in the frustrating, lingering 
half light of cold war. 
He performed his duty as he saw it. 
never deceiving the people as to his 
beliefs or purposes, or the state of his 
health. They are grateful he could sur­ 
mount three major illnesses and keep 
at it. 
To a nation in 1952 weary of war 
anc! crisis and bickering politics, he 
brought a relative breathing space and 
set a quieter tone. Whatever else the 
historians decide, surely they will agree 
he gave the country the kind of gov­ 
ernment it wanted. 
What they will puzzle over longer 
is whether, at all stages of this critical 
time, he gave the nation the govern­ 
ment it needed. And they must also an­ 
swer the tantalizing question whether 
any man could have.

WASHINGTON —(NEA)— The 
Eisenhower administration’s last 
will and testament to Its heirs In 
the Kennedy administration 
is 
contained In the retiring 
pres­ 
ident’s final economic report to 
Congress. 
Chapter Three Is en­ 
titled, "Policies for the Future.” 
Ifs a good peacetime formula 
for economic growth, says Dr. 
Raymond J. Saulnier, chairman of 
the Eisenhower Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers who prepared the 
report. He hopes the new admin­ 
istration will give it heed, though 
he won’t flatly predict trouble for 
them if they don’t. 
Dr. Walter W. Heller, who will 
succeed Saulnier, has been in to 
see him and talk about how to run 
the council. They have not dis­ 
cussed the Eisenhower report. But 
the general assumption is that the 
new bunch of economic doctors 
won’t agree with either diagnosis 
or cure for what alls business to­ 
day. 
If that’s the case, it is just as 
well to know what medicines the 
Kennedy economists pour 
down 
the drain. 


There Seems To Be Agreement 
on the symptoms. 
The 
growth 
rate should be higher, idleness— 
unemployment—lower. 
Saulnier points out that since 
1955 the Eisenhower adminlstra 
tion has had before Congress pro­ 
posals for relief in depressed areas, 
measures to stimulate the housing 
industry, aid to 
education, 
ex 
tended unemployment 
Insurance 
coverage and similar correctives. 
Along with these specifics, the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
has 
prescribed general 
treatment to 
hold prices stable, curb inflation, 
keep the dollar sound and, above 
everything else, keep federal gov­ 
ernment interference 
with 
the 
patient’s normal recovery at an 
absolute minimum. 
These are the things the last 
three Democratlc-controlled 
con­ 
gresses have refused to agree on. 
They have wanted more govern­ 
ment dosing, nursing and pamper 
ing of the patient.

Some Kennedy advisers 
think 
the remedy is a transfusion of 
greater government expenditures 
to make more jobs and put more 
people back to work. 
The approach of the Eisenhower 
advisers is that such a stimulus 
would not last. 
It is considered 
artificial respiration. The patient 
may suffer a relapse when It is 
discontinued, or it could result in 
price increases and inflation which 
are considered worse than the or 
lginal malady.

Brown has described a series of 
16 cases In which gunshot wounds 
of the leg were caused by what he 
calls “The Fast Draw Syndrome.” 
The origin of Dr. Brown’s paper 
is, of course, the present 
day 
Western, shown in the movies or 
on TV with monotonous regular­ 
ity. 
I’m sure you know the formula 
for the fast draw. Good guy and 
bad guy meet in the town's main 
street. They approach each other 
as remaining members of the cast 
run for cover. 


Suddenly the bad guy pulls his 


gun. But the good guy is quicker 
"on the draw” and "fills him full 
of lead.” 


Wherewith, 
the 
villain 
dies 
without a struggle only to be re­ 
placed after a short delay by an­ 
other bad guy who pulls his gun 
only to meet the same fate at the 
hands of the "faster draw” and so 
on and on and on as long as the 
sponsor sells his product. 
In the real life cases observed 
by Dr. Brown, a "young man in 
his late teens or early twenties 
presents a small caliber gunshot 
wound of the lower extremity, ac­ 
cidentally self-inflicted while prac­ 
ticing the "fast draw.” Too slow

When It was placed before 
him, he made hts secret wish, blew out his candles and, after serving 
his wife and daughter, was preparing to cut Al’s slice when Al cried, 
"Walt, daddy, wait!” Clambering down from his chair, Al ran around 
the table to his father’s place and said, “Give me the knife, daddy. I 
want to cut my slice myself.” 


Said his father, "No, yon can’t have the knife. This is my birthday 


and this is my cake. I am the person who cats It.” 


Outraged by this declaration of separate identity, Al retired to the 
living rom where he hid under a table. He was permitted to stay there. 
Nobody followed him to beg him to return. Nobody said, "All right, you 
can cut daddy’s cake.” So, just before bedtime, he emerged from under 
the table to accept the cake slice his father cut for him—and the idea 
that he and his father were not the same person. 
Many modern children see no difference between their parents 
and them. Because we are either sentimental or frightened of their 
displeasure, they are permitted to cut our birthday cakes when they 
are young.

FRANKFURTERS WITH RICE 
(Makes 4 to f servings) 


Va cig) salad oil 
I cup minced onion 
I pound skinless frankfurters 
(IO frankfurters) 
I teaspoon kitchen bouquet 
2tt cups water 
1 package (2Vt ounces) tomato 
vegetable soup mix 
1/8 teaspoon basil 
1/3 cup catsup 
lVk cups packaged precooked rice 
Heat oil In skillet over moderate 
heat. Add onion and frankfurters cut 
into 6 pieces each; sprinkle with kit­ 
chen bouquet. Cook, stirring fre­ 
quently, until onions are transparent. 
Add water, tomato vegetable soup, 
basil and catsup. Bring to a boil and 
cook for IO minutes. Remove from 
heat and add rice. Cover and let 
stand In a warm place for 5 minutes 
and serve. 
HAMBURGER IN A SKILLET 
(Makes 4 servings) 
Va cup salad oil 
2 cups minced onion 
Vt pound hamburger 
I can (6 ounces) sliced broiled 
mushrooms 


I can (8 ounces) carrots 
water 
Va teaspoon oregano 
1/3 cup catsup 
, 
I envelope (2V4 ounces) tomato 
vegetable soup mix 
Cook onion in salad oil until the 
onion is transparent and add ham­ 
burger. Cook stirring constantly, un­ 
til the meat is nicely browned and 
separated into small pieces. Mean­ 
while drain mushroom broth and 
carrot liquid into a pint measur­ 
ing cup; add enough water to make 
2 cups of liquid and pour into skil­ 
let. Add the mushrooms, carrots, 
oregano, catsup and tomato veget­ 
able soup mix. Bring to a boil and 
cook uncovered, stirring frequently 
for IO minutes. Serve on hot cooked 
rice or noodles, on toasted picnic 
buns or on a thick slice of French or 
Italian bread.

For almost that long materials 
such as aluminum have been try­ 
ing to get a piece of the business. 
The big push has come in the last 
decade as new technology made 
aluminum, plastics and some of 
the other metals more competi­ 
tive. 
An increased challenge to tradi­ 
tion 
arose 
when 
manufacturers 
decided on drastic cuts in size 
and weight of American cars. 
This opened the door. Engineers 
began 
listening 
to 
those 
who 
claimed their materials could be 
substituted for iron or steel or 
zinc with 
savings not only in 
weight but in cost and often in 
efficiency. 
The most determined campaigns 
are being waged by aluminum, 
plastics 
and 
magnesium. 
One 
aluminum company estimates the 
use of this light metal has jumped 
from 12 pounds per car in the '948 
model year to 62 pounds per car 
average now. 
The Society of the Plastics In­ 
dustry, Inc., claims the volume of 
plastics in an average car has 
doubled—from ll pounds to 22 
pounds—in the last seven years. 
Magnesium, half again as light 
weight as aluminum, trails both 
It and plastics In acceptance.

NBW YORK m — Americans 
with an urgt to buy and sell Japa 
nose stocks can soon use a short 
cut that has speeded up such 
deals in European shares — Amer­ 
ican Depository Receipts. 
These make trading in foreign 
securities faster and easier by do­ 
ing it all right here through a 
linkup of American and foreign 
banks handling specific issues, 
rhe ADR gained in popularity 
early last year when European 
stock markets were booming while 
the American variety was alter­ 
nately skidding or idling. 
The ADH is a certificate issued 
ay an American bank on a par­ 
ticular corporate share held by a 
foreign bank 
ae correspondent, 
rhe ADR can be bought and sold 
here, eliminating the transfer of 
the security overseas, mid thus 
giving the buyer prompt owner­ 
ship without actual physical pos­ 
session. 
The device also sidesteps for an 
in-and-out trader whatever limita­ 
tions a foreign land still keeps on 
transfer of recovered investments 
after a sale, and esses any rs> 
maining difficulties on currency 
exchange. 
In Japan, for example, Ameri­ 
cans buying Japanese shares di­ 
rectly can repatriate one-third of 
their 
investment 
and 
earnings 
only after holding them two years, 
second third after three yean, 
and the 
remainder after four 
years, 
An ADR will simplify that for 
trading within this country. 


Total American Investment in 
Japanese chares has been rela­ 
tively small, 
but 
Interest

perked up of late because prices 
on Japanese stock markets last 
year increased by about 60 per 
cent on average.

“The time has come,” Suslov said,
